Miss b. OUIDA WOLFE, personal record clerk, auperintendent's 
office, Los Angeles, is probably the best known clerical employe on the 
division, and one of the most popular. By virtue ofa 
xemarkable memory, which always has the answer to 
an obscure question, she is popularly known as 
“Ouija” among her associates. Miss Wolfe is the 
originator of many of the forms and practices now in 
effect in connection with the handling of personal 
records, which have been incorporated in general in- 
structions governing such handling. She has been in © 
the service since 1919, beginning work as assistant 
lease clerk, and becoming personal record-clerk in 
1921, In addition to her regular work, Miss Wolfe is also division corre- 
spondent of the Bulletin, and due to-her wide acquaintance and-her con- 
stant endeavar to keep in touch with local railroad affairs, her work in this’ 


line has met with marked success. 
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Locomor ive Engineer E, E, Anderéon,running between Altu- 
rasand Wendel, is one of the real old timers. He began work with the old 
‘Nevada-California-Oregon in 1890, when the north 
ern terminal of the line was at Logan. He saw the 
line extended to Amity, later to Thermo and then to 
Madeline which was the end of track for ten years;

E are all aware of the fact 

V" ] that the franchises, deeds, 

leases and such documents 
are vital to the operation of the Com- 
pany’s property, but probably few of 
use realize the extent of the organiza- 
tion and multiple of facilities neces- 
sary for the safe-keeping and ready 
reference of such valuable records, 

While a considerable part of this 
work is carried on at the general of- 
fiees in San Francisco, each division, 
district stores and general shops 
plays its part in the general plan, to 
the end that the important documents 
are compactly bound, carefully 
marked and safely stored in such a 
way that they may be quickly ob- 
tained and protected from destruction 
by fire, water or rodents. 

In the new general office vault ap- 
proximately 107,000 documents are 
filed, the value of which would mount 
into the millions of dollars should the 
facts they contain be lost to the Com- 
pany. These records comprise only a 
portion of the huge volume of docu- 
ments that are safely kept in other 
repositories over the Pacific Lines, 
where there are twenty vaults in 
specially constructed buildings, forty- 
seven fire-proof vaults in office build- 
ings and 972 safes at various points. 

The records of the railroad com- 
pany constitutes something more than 
a history of its origin and growth, or 
a statement of the money spent in 
acquiring and maintaining the prop- 
erty and equipment. Records of re- 
ceipts and disbursements make up the 
larger portion of these papers, and, 
when the myriad of figures are reca- 
pitulated into various kinds of reports, 
they not only show the volume of 
business handled and expenses in- 
curred, but also provide the officers

with the informa- 
tion that makes 
it possible to 
closely watch fluc- 
tuations in traffic 
and to forecast 
business condi- 
tions, With the 
guidance of such 
information, 
large losses may 
be prevented dur- 
ing periods of de- 
pression, and, 
when indications 
point to an in- 
crease of busi- 
ness, equipment 
can be made available to handle the 
additional traffic so that the needs of 
shippers are adequately served. 
Through the records of operations 
furnished the federal and state com- 
missions, the general public gains its 
measure of benefit through the in- 
formation that aids in making deci- 
sions relative to rates, authorization 
of bond or stock issues, and in formu- 
lating a better understanding of the 
railroad’s attitude. 
Value of Records 

In testimony before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the value of 
Pacific Lines records to the Company, 
as a “going concern,” was set at 
$1,686,516. These records ineluded 
only those which experience and use 
had demonstrated beyond question as 
having value in connection with the 
future development and uses of the 
railroad properties and which were 
actually necessary for its operation. 
The estimate of value included only a 
comparatively small amount of the 
total cost of the records. 

A few examples may give an idea

of the value of records of past trans- 
actions, the cost of which was not in- 
eluded in above estimate. 

A river overflowed its banks and 
threatened to do serious damage to a 
large area of rich agricultural land. 
Southern Pacific acted quickly to re- 
pair the break, making use of all its 
available men, equipment and ma- 
terial, Claim was filed for cost of 
work done. Settlement to the amount 
of over one million dollars was made 
fourteen years afterwards, based on 
records made at time work was done. 

In another case, a large dam col- 
lapsed, causing damage to roadbed 
and structures of the railruad, making 
it necessary to reroute traffic at great 
expense. Claim for damage to the 
amount of $250,725 was paid by the 
city which owned the dam.  Settle- 
ment in this case was also based on 
records of the Company. 

Records are of value in establishing 
claims against insurance companies 
for value of materials destroyed by 
fire or other calamities. Important 
drawings, maps and tracings of prop- 
erty, buildings, locomotives, cars and 
machinery are produced at great cost. 
If these, and all copies of them were 
lost or destroyed, it would be neces- 
sary to make new drawings at ap- 
proximately. the original cost, 

Binding 

Well-bound and marked records are 
an important factor in office ef- 
ficiency. With such records, no time 
is lost in locating papers, space is 
conserved, and storage rooms have a 
neat and orderly appearanee. Appre- 
ciating this fact, the Company has ar- 
ranged for facilities for practically 
every office on the system for binding 
and marking records. About 100,000 
binders are used each year at a cost 
approximating $15,000. 

The kind of a binder used depends 
upon importance of record, frequency 
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Records of auditor of freight accounts. Note open 

spaces for examining records near the shelves on 

which they are filed. ‘This arrangement is excellent 
for records to which frequent reference is made 


to which reference is made to it, and 
the period for which it must be re- 
tained. Plain wrapping paper is 
suitable for some records. Others re- 
quire strong canvas-covered binder- 
board binders with leather back and 
hinge and with corners reinforced by 
leather. 

Fibre board boxes are used for 
storing correspondence. At the end 
of each box a sticker form is pasted, 
showing box or package number, 
form number, description of records, 
dates of records, and name of office 
sending them to storage. 

Binding machines are made avail- 
able for use of all of the larger 
offices such as accounting depart- 
ments, division and shop superinten- 
dent, and large stations; a total of 
forty-three machines being used. One 
machine is assigned for use of all 
general offices, other than those to 
which machines are regularly as- 
signed. Any general office desiring 
record to be bound, sends it to this 
central bureau, where it is bound and 
neatly marked and returned for filing. 

At the smaller stations not provided 
with binding machines, binders with 
holes punched at stationery store are 
furnished. Records are taken out of 
working binders or from wail boards, 
placed between binders and bound 
with string, or wire. A canvas back 
is then put on the binder, which is 
properly marked. 

Standards for marking records 
have been adopted. At general offices, 
a marking machine is used for this 
purpose.. Metal-type is placed in this 
machine, 
by pressure ‘through a-ribbon. Sten- 
ells are used in offices of agents, divi- 
sion superintendents, ete., and at some

Some records ‘require ‘fire- 
proof. protection for a comparatively 
short .time, such as’: original ¢ bills 
which are in the course of being 
vouchered, documents used for mak- 
ing up -payrolls, bills against indi- 
‘viduals and companies, etc. These 
records. are valuable until collection 
or payment has been made and until 
information on them has been tran- 
scribed to other records, 
Protection of Records 

It is obvious from an economic 
standpoint that fire protection cannot 
be furnished all records. It, there- 
fore, becomes a matter of sound judg- 
ment to designate those for which 
protection should be given. In addition 
to a large, modern, fire-proof vault 
adjacent to the general offices, there 
are the twenty fire-proof vaults, pre- 
viously mentioned, at division points, 
district stores and general shops. These 
vaults are detached and isolated 
from other buildings. Nine of them 
are two stories in height, constructed 
of massive reinforced concrete with a 
tile interior lining as additional pro- 
tection against fire and dampness. 
The vaults vary in size from 14 feet 
by 16 feet to 80 feet by 75 feet. En- 
trance is gained through a fire-proof, 
steel vestibule doorway, with outside 
and inside doors. 

Twenty-two of the building vaults 
are located in general offices and 
twenty-five at various division points. 
Some of these building vaults are 17 
by 20 feet. A number of detached 
buildings are also used for record 
storage. These range in size from 
a large office building 70 feet by 150 
feet, five stories high, to small box 
car bodies. 

Safes and safe cabinets are handy 
and convenient for storing and pro- 
tecting the records which are being 
used currently. Safe cabinets are 
placed near desks of clerks who fre- 
quently refer to records stored in 
them. If such records were stored in 
vault, it would be necessary to open 
vaults before working hours and to 
close them after working hours or to 
inconvenience clerks using the records. 
Maps, tracings, and blue prints of 
maintenance of way and motive power 
department are given double protéc- 
tion. Original and copies are stored 
in fire-proof vaults in office making 
them.. Copies are also sent to at least 
two other points -on ‘the system’ to be 
stored in fire-proof vaults. -

sidewalk, and, in time, the greenery 
will relieve the bareness of the con- 
crete walls, 

Before the vault was built, avail- 
able facilities were becoming more 
and more inadequate as the number 
of documents grew. As the safe cabi- 
nets and building vaults were filled, 
records had to be stored in vaults and 
buildings detached from the clerks 
who were. constantly referring to the 
documents in connection with their 
work, causing considerable loss of 
time. 

The records in this new vault: are 
probably the most important of Com- 
pany documents and will be of 
value as long as Southern _ Pacific 
exists, They represent its legal and 
basic right to property owned; au- 
thority given by states, counties and 
municipalities to operate steam and 
electric trains and floating equip- 
ment; agreements with large corpora- 
tions, such as telegraph, telephone 
and sleeping car companies; .agree- 
ments with other railroads for joint 
use of track; leases of property; -in- 
surance policies; land patents, .ete. 
An_idea cof the -volume ‘of. records 
registered in the vault is gained from 
the fact ‘that. there are :22,896 deeds, 
2686 -frarichises, .48,576 Jeases, .244 
land patents,’ 31,190 agreements “and

mately 70 by 150 feet, the top three 
floors of which are used for record 
storage. ‘The walls, floor and ceiling 
are of concrete and the window and 
door casings are of metal. All floors 
are completely equipped with auto- 
matic fire protective sprinklers. It 
also has doors which automatically 
divide building into two parts in case 
of fire. Heat would melt the small 
metal strips which keep the doors 
open and the doors would then close 
by gravity. .The building is provided 
with a shredding machine, which is 
used for destroying tickets, blank 
vouchers and other forms which might 
be used for fraudulent purposes, 
Destruction of Records 

The United States Congress has 
authorized the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to require annual and 
various other kinds of reports from 
all common carriers subject to pro- 
visions of the act and also authorized 
the commission to issue orders speci- 
fying. the length of time records must 
be retained and the periods after 
which they may be destroyed. 

The commission has issuéd: regula- 
tions listing in a general way all rail- 
road records and specifying period 
for which they must be retained, 
leaving it to the individuai carriers to 
issue such further supplementary in- 
structions as may be necessary. The 
Southern Pacific Company has, for its 
own purposes, in certain instanees ex- 
tended the retention period estab- 


lished by the commission.

Daddy’ Fitegerald Ends 
Hal: 


Conductor E, G. Fitzgerald at the end of his last run, 
says good-bye to his engineer-E. C, Loucks, who bas 
worked with him for yeats.. Center, W.H. Jon 
division examiner, an old ftiend of Mr. Fitzgerald” 
FTER having served the Com- 
pany for fifty-two years and one 
month, Edward G. Fitzgerald was re- 
tired on pension September 1, at the 
age of 70. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is one of California’s 
native sons, having been born in Ala- 
meda County. When he was seven 
years old, the family moved to Les 
Angeles, going by steamer to San 
Pedro, there being no other method 
of transportation. From San Pedro 
to Los Angeles the trip was made by 
General Banning’s stage line, and 
outriders were provided for each 
coach to drive cattle off the highway 
and allow the coatch to pass, so nu- 
merous were the cattle at that time. 

On July 7, 1878, Mr. Fitzgerald went 
to work for the Company as a messen- 
ger at River station, Los Angeles, 
and he has been continuously in the 
service ever since. In November, 
1879, he became a brakeman at 
Tucson, and remained there until 
July, 1882, when he transferred to the 
Los Angeles Division in the same ca- 
pacity. In February, 1894, he was 
promoted to conductor, and continued 
in that position until his retirement. 

The Fitzgerald family came to the 
United States in 1654, landing in Vir- 
ginia. Conductor Fitzgerald’s grand- 
father was speaker of the Virginia 
House of Burgesses during the revo- 
lution, and a close friend of George 
Washington, with whom he played 
whist regularly, and by whom he was 
nicknamed “Gentleman Jimmy Gray,” 
a title which stuck to him throughout 
his life. 

Conductor Fitzgerald has seen Los 
Angeles grow from a-sleepy, Mexican 
village surrounded by pasture, to one 
of .the largest cities ‘inthe country. 
"He:saw the first railroad: train enter 
the city frem “Wilmington in 1869, and 
was‘also.present when :-the first ‘train 
steaméd into:town ‘from ‘the ‘north :in 
September, 4876, feta

I have never seen a war, a 
pestilence or a famine in Los’ An- 
geles; nothing but steady, wonderful 
development. Hard times in Los An- 
geles are considered good times any- 
where else,” 

So, with his friendly handclasp and 
his cheery smile, Daddy Fitzgerald 
says good-bye to railroading and goes 
optimistically on his way. No one 
knows how many thousands of miles 
he has traveled in the line of duty, 
but he is not through yet, for he 
plans to be a passenger for a while 
now, instead of a conductor. He is 
contemplating a tour of the United 
States and Canada.

A New Decalogue 
for Management 


(Covent. Malcolm C. Rorty, Vice Presi. 

dent of the International Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, presented this deca- 
logue at the American Management Asso- 
ciation Convention: 

1. Definite and clean-cut responsibilities 
should be assigned to each executive. 

2. Responsibility should be coupled with 
cotresponding authority. 

3. No change should be made in the scope 
of responsibilities of a position without a 
definite understanding to that effect on the 
part of all persons concerned. 

4. No officer or employee, occupying a 
single position in the organization, should be 
subject to definite orders from more than one 
source, 

5. Orders should never be given to 
subordinates over the head of a responsible 
officer. Rather than do this the officer in 
question should be supplanted. 

6. Criticisms of subordinates should, 
whenever possible, be made privately, and 
never should a subordinate be criticized in 
the presence of officers or employees of equal 
or lower rank. 

7. No dispute or difference between offi- 
cers or employees as to authority or respon- 
sibilities should be considered too trivial for 
prompt and careful adjudication. 

8. Promotions, wage changes and disci 
plinary action should always be apptoved:by 
the officer immediately superior to the one 
directly responsible. 

9. No officer or employee should ever be 
required, or expected, to be at the same time 
an assistant.to, and critic of, another. 

10. Any. officer whose wwork is subject to 
regular inspection shovid be given‘the assis | 
tance of facilities necessary to enable:him.to 
check the quality of bis work: 02° 9.0

N-order”.to provide -still greater 

service in transporting products 

from the rapidly developing agri- 
cultural districts on-the Coast Divi- 
sion, not only for the present time, 
but for some years to come, the Com- 
pany is now engaged in an extensive 
program of second track construction, 
line changes and other improvements 
in the Santa Clara Valley. 

The work, when completed, will not 
only afford facilities for more rapid 
transportation of freight, but will 
also make the handling of passenger 
trains a much more simple and ef- 
ficient matter. 

The program now being followed 
out, contemplates the construction of 
a second track between Watsonville 
Junction and San Jose, line changes 
which will eliminate or reduce curves, 
construction of passing tracks, and re- 
location of the line between College 
Park and Lick, being a line change 
through the city of San Jose. 

The situation in this territory is un- 
usual. A number of passenger trains 
from the east pass over this section 
of the line within a comparatively 
short time each morning, using the 
existing single track almost con- 
tinuously, Until recently, it was pos- 
sible to keep eastward traffic moving 


to be met in the hand- 
ling of business over a 
single track. The foot- 
ball season, with the 
extra business that re- 
sults, still further com- 
plicates matters, espe- 
cially since a conven- 
tion movement, a foot- 
ball game and a heavy 
movement of perish- 
ables may occur simul- 
taneously. 

Under authorities 
granted in 1928-29-30 
for the new track, the 
expenditure of $5,875,- 
263 has been authorized, 
a considerable amount 
of which has already 
been spent, the work 
done to August 1, 1930, 
totaling $1,534,817. 
Work on the seven-mile 
stretch of second track 
between Watsonville Junction and 
Logan was started in May, 1929, and 
was completed in October of that 
year, and this track has been in use 
since that time.

almost four hundred per cent.

year and is now under way. This 
part of the program involves some 
line changes, with elimination or re- 
duction of curves which will make 
greater train speed possible. It also 
necessitates the construction of a 
second track bridge across Carnadero 
Creek, which job is now under way 
and virtually finished. A new steel 
bridge spanning the Pajaro River 
will also be designed. Two square, 
reinforced concrete openings of special 
design, with heavy fills, will replace 
bridges now employed -in ‘crossing 
stream beds east of Betabel and Chit- 
tenden, .One of these openings is now 
actively «under. construction. 

Between Lick and Coyote; -2 -dis- 
tance -of 9.6 miles, the new ‘second

tion, the work having been done in 
the past twelve months. 

From Liek to College Park, not 
only will double track be laid, but the 
entire line will be relocated. The new 
line will leave the present main line 
at Liek and run in a northwesterly 
direction, entering San Jose from the 
west. The work of this line change, 
together with a new station building 
for San Jose, nine grade separations 
in the city, and track at the station, 
will cost, according to estimates, 
nearly $4,000,000. While right of way 
for this improvement has been se- 
cured and cleared, and some grading 
done, at the present time work has 
been suspended on account of Htiga- 
tion in which the cities of San Jose 
and Willow Glen have been involved. 
The Company is at present ready to 
proceed with the work, and will do 
so as soon as the legal situation is 
cleared. 


With the construction of a second 
track in this territory, the track sec- 
tions will of necessity have to be 
shortened in order that they may be 
given proper care and attention. This 
means additional sections and in- 
creased forces to maintain them. The 
project also includes the construction 
of two complete sets of family bunk 
houses, one at Coyote and one at 
Gilroy. 

There will be three center sidings 
capable. of holding 100-car trains, 
One of these sidings has already been 
constructed at Coyote, another has 
been finished at Gilroy, and a third 
will be provided at Chittenden, 

In ‘addition:to the great increase in 


‘efficiency of train. handling, the new 
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second track will make ‘possible more 
economical operation ‘by the elimina- 
tion of overtime and from the 
shortening of running time over this 
district. This shortening of running 
time will not only permit Southern 
Pacific to better take care of the 
perishable business, but will aiso 
make power, equipment and crews 
available more quickly. 

It is estimated that, upon comple- 
tion of the entire second track to 
Watsonville Junction, a reduction of 
twenty-five per eent will be effected 
in the running time of perishable 
freights between Watsonville Junction 
and San Jose. 

Development of this district issteady 
and continuous, and the new double 
track will provide more than adequate 
facilities for some years to come. 

The work is being carried out under 
the supervision of W. H. Kirkbride, 
engineer of maintenance of way and 
structures.

F the several independently 
O organized Oregon railroad com- 

panies that in later years be- 
came integral parts of the Southern 
Pacific system, the oldest in point of 
inception was the Willamette Valley 
and Coast Railroad Company. Pro- 
moted by Col. T. Egenton Hogg, the 
enterprise was operated in succeeding 
years under other corporate names 
and is more popularly known as the 
Corvallis and Eastern. The entire 
project has often been referred to as 
a “monumental fiasco in railroad 
finance.” 

Inaugurated at a time when Ore- 
gon’s only railroad of consequence 
was the newly-built portion of the 
Oregon & California from East Port- 
land south into the Willamette Valley, 
Hogg ambitiously planned that his 
project would make Yaquina the 
great seaport of the Pacific North- 
west with a railroad reaching across 
the central portion of the state to a 
connection east of the Cascade moun- 
tains with one or more of the trans- 
continental railroads, then being pro- 
jected westward, and with steamships 
and steamboats plying on the Pacific 
Ocean and the Willamette River. 

During the years 1878-89, the rail- 
road was built from the coast 143 
miles across the Willamette Valley 
through Corvallis and Albany to 
Idanha in the mountains, For the 
three years prior to 1889 the com- 
pany enjoyed nominal success. Steam- 
ships to San Francisco and river boats 
on the Willamette carried heavy ship- 
ments in connection with the rail line. 

Towns “Boom” 

The towns of Newport and Yaquina 
“boomed” and for the moment it ap- 
peared that the expectations of the 
promoters were about to materialize. 
But their hopes were short-lived. 
Traffic from the Willamette Valley 
could not be diverted from the cheap 
gravity water route provided by the 
river, Money was not available for 
extending the road to its transconti- 
nental connection, and without this 
connection enough revenue could not 
be earned to pay operating. expenses. 
Two steamships were wrecked at the 
entrance of Yaquina Bay and fac- 
tional dissension developed among the 
bondholders, : 

This succession ‘of reversals forced 
the enterprise into’ bankruptcy | in 
1890. In the four years that followed, 
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three successive receivers tried vainly 
to make the railroad pay. The sheriff 
put the property up for sale seven 
times, but in each case the price of- 
fered was held insufficient to come 
near meeting the outstanding obliga- 
tions. In the end, the property went 
to A. B, Hammond and E. L. Bonner 
on December 22, 1894, for $100,000. 
Not only did the original stock and 
bonds meet total loss, but wages and 
other debts of the receivership were 
either unpaid or sealed down to be- 
tween three and ten cents on the 
dollar." The company was acquired 
by Southern Pacific in 1907. 

This Yaquina railroad project origi- 
nated with Col. Hogg when he first 
visited western Oregon in 1871. Tak- 
ing up the earlier proposals made by 
citizens of Benton and Linn counties 
for a railroad to the coast, he incor- 
porated the Corvallis and Yaquina 
Bay Railroad Company in October, 
1872, which was succeeded two years 
later by the Willamette Valley and 
Coast Company, previously mentioned. 
Ground was broken for the railroad 
at Corvallis on May 17, 1877, but it 
was not until a year later, when some 
$35,000 had been subscribed by people 
of the two counties, that any grading 
was actually done. 

Little progress was made by this 
second company. ‘Ten miles of road 
bed was graded west from Corvallis 
ayd there work ceased. Hogg realized 
the necessity of interesting large 
capitalists in his project, and, on Sep-

tember 15, -1880,..-ineorporated the 


‘Oregon ‘Pacific Railroad “Company ‘to 


earry the project forward ‘on'a larger 
scale and to connect -with ‘the :Union 


‘Pacific at some point on the Snake 


River at the eastern boundary of the 
state. Later it was proposed to con~ 
nect with the Chicago and ‘North: 
western at Boise. Hogg was presi- 
dent; Wm. M. Hoag and Wallis ‘Nash, 
vice presidents; Isaac W. Smith, chief 
engineer; and H, Yates, superinten- 
dent. 

Bonds were issued for $15,000,000 
to cover the construction of 600 miles 
of road and were sold by the Farmers’ 
Loan and Trust Company of New 
York as trustee. A first mortgage 
was secured by franchises and prop- 
erty of the railroad company, which 
consisted solely of a state grant of 
certain tide and marsh lands in Ben- 
ton County, ten miles of unfinished 
railroad, and options for the purchase 
of two government wagon road 
grants. Rather doubtful security for 
the sum borrowed, The prospectus of 
the company, inviting buyers of the 
bonds, estimated enormous profits 
from the sale of these lands, and 
prophesied huge earnings from 
freight and passenger traffic. 

Scheme Looked “Rosy” 

“The whole scheme was one of 
rosiest optimism,” writes Leslie M. 
Scott in his “History of the Oregon 
Country.” “It was based on the mis- 
taken idea that traffic of the Columbia 
and Willamette rivers could be di- 
verted from gravity water courses by 
railroad routes across mountains to a 
harbor that was then too shallow for 
entrance of large ships... . The pro- 
moters not only exaggerated the 
volume of traffic of the Willamette 
Valley, but grossly exaggerated the 
part of that traffic which would come 
to them.” 

By October, 1881, grading had been 
finished for fifteen miles west of Cor- 
vallis and some similar work was 
done at Yaquina Bay. Except for a 
few months late in 1888, construction 
progressed steadily, and on March 15, 
1885, the first train was run from 
Yaquina to Corvallis. Completion of

Rail-and steamship service was opened 
from Corvallis to San Francisco on 
September 14; 1885. The first steam- 
ship, “Yaquina City,” was wrecked in- 
side the bar of Yaquina Bay on De- 
cember 5,:1887, At that time three 
other ships were also in operation, the 
“Santa “Maria,” “Willamette Valley” 
and “Eastern Oregon.” The “Yaquina 
Bay” was put on the run December 9, 
1888, and was wrecked on the south 
jetty on her first voyage out of the 
bay. At times traffie warranted the 
operation of only one of the ships. 
Three steamers, the “William M. 
Hoag,” “N. S. Bentley” and “Three 
Sisters” operated on the Willamette 
between Portland and Corvallis, 
Plan Extension 

After completing the road west 
from Corvallis to the coast, the next 
step was the extension eastward 
through Albany and across the moun- 
tains. To aid in this construction, citi- 
zens of Albany raised $400,000 in 
1885-86. A bridge across the river 
was completed January 5, 1887, and on 
the following day the first passenger 
train was operated between Corvallis 
and Albany. Construction continued 
eastward, but was halted within a few 
weeks. Then followed disagreements 
between promoters and contractors 
and it was not until 1890 that the 
road was completed to Idanha (Boul- 
der Creek), twelve miles from the 
summit of the Cascades. The track 
was never laid further. Five years 
later Hoover became the terminus of 
the railroad and the miles of track to 
Idanha was taken up. 

On October 28, 1890, the company 
defaulted in interest payments and 
went into bankruptcy with Hogg as 
receiver, Indebtedness continued to 
pile up. Pay rolls of employes went 
arrears ten months, and, in March, 
1898, Everest W. Hadley succeeded 
Hogg as receiver. The payment of 
overdue wages, expense of urgently- 
needed repairs and general poor busi- 
ness conditions made it impossible for 
Hadley to make either the rail, ocean 
or yiver traffic show a profit. Nor 
was Charles Clark, who took charge 
of the property in January, 1894, able 
to check the growing deficit, 

Sold to Hammond 

. The only salvation for the creditors 
was to have ‘the property sold for 
what it would bring. This was ordered 
by ‘the .state-court -at the time of 
Hadley’s appointment...

HEN Conductor J. K. Molter 
reached Sacramento at the end 
of his run on August 7 he was met at 
the depot by a number of officers and 
friends, who notified him that, with 
that day’s work, he was completing 
fifty years of continuous service with 
the Company, and that the reception 
was in the nature of a celebration.

no bid. A final offer on December 22, 
1894, brought a bid of $100,000 from 
A. B. Hammond and E. L. Bonner. 
The sale was confirmed by the state 
supreme court and, on April 12, 1895, 
the. Oregon Central and Eastern Rail- 
road Company was incorporated to 
operate the road. 

At about this same time Hammond 
and Bonner became interested in 
building the long sought road between 
Astoria and Portland, obtaining a 
land subsidy in consideration of -a 
construction agreement. Hammond’s 
associates soon drew out of the enter- 
prise and, in order to carry on the 
work, he enlisted the financial aid of 
C. P. Huntington and Thos. H. Hub- 
bard, who bought the Yaquina road 
and acquired an interest in the 
Astoria and Celumbia River Rail- 
road Company. Huntington and Hub- 
bard, acting on their-private account 
and not in behalf of Southern Pacific, 
incorporated the Corvallis and East- 
ern Railroad Company.on December 
15, 1897, to operate the Yaquina road 
and retained Hammond as president 
of the company. Extensive: improve- 
‘ments’“were made -to -the property 
under “Hammond's “management | and 
the line became a “feeder”. of some 
consequence to: Southern Pacific. On 
December 18, 1907, Hammond sold the 
iil-fated road for Hubbard and the 
Huntington estate ‘to E. -H.:Harriman. 
Since. that-date it“ has ,been-operated 
- by Southern ‘Pacific.

End of Depression 


se. ‘LL ‘the ‘history “of ‘business indi- 

cates that thevend of, this -de- 
pression’ “is .approaching,”. declares 
Colonel Leonard P.vAyers, famous 
business ‘analyst, in=the “August 30 
issue of Collier’s. As president of one 
of the “great banks:of.the Middle 
West, ‘Col. Ayers has .2 world-wide 
reputation as a practical economist 
and. what -he has to-say on business 
conditions may be accepted as good 
authority. 

The substance of :his ‘published in- 
terview is fo the effect that: “In the 
midst of good times we are manufac- 
turing the next depression. But; in 
the midst of a depression we are 
usually busy manufacturing the next 
prosperity. That is what we are doing 
now and we are pretty well along 
with the job.” . 

This country’s stock market mad- 
ness is not held by Col. Ayers as 
totally to blame for the present de- 
pression. It was simply one of sev- 
eral international factors which 
brought on the world-wide slowing up 
of business, Other contributing ele- 
ments were the failure of Brazil to 
hold up coffee prices through artificial 
means; the decline in sugar, rubber, 
copper, oil, wheat and cotton prices; 
and the disturbance of international 
exchange caused by India’s adopting 
the gold standard, wrecking the silver 
market, 

Col. Ayers divides a business de- 
pression into four phases: “First 
there is prosperity; second, decline, 
Next comes depression, and then re- 
covery.” During the period of pros- 
perity and confidence there developes 
over production. Then the decline sets 
in with a curtailment of production 
and a corresponding reduction of pur- 
chasing power. This condition pre~ 
vailed for some time before it was 
noticed in the stock market, says Col. 
Ayers. 

“The next stage is the depression,” 
he continues. “This takes. a good 
while to develop. At first, men are 
busy telling the world that everything 
is all right. They cling to the hope 
that all will blow over soon and they 
try to carry on. But slowly the de- 
pression gathers around. Then comes 
a kind of general universal recogni- 
tion, with dismay, that it is here in 
earnest... . This is the last phase of 
the depression, That is the phase 
through which we are now moving, 
After this, as the -old movie titles 
used to have it, comes the dawn.

‘After -an/illness .of ‘over a year, J. 

H.R. Parsons, former ‘passenger traf- 
fic. : manager, -who ‘retired “in 1925, 
passed away ‘at his home in San Fran- 
ciseo on: August 18: 
“Mr. Parsons was born in Quebec, 
August 8, 1861. .He went to work for 
the Union Pacific in April, 1886, as 
chief clerk in the stationery depart- 
ment at Omaha. In July, 1906, he 
took a clerical position in the office of 
traffic director Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacifie Lines in Chicago. 
He advanced steadily and in 1909 
went to New Orleans as general pas- 
senger agent of the Morgan, Louisi- 
ana and Texas Lines.

Lake Charles & Northern, and general 
agent of Southern Pacific and cor- 
porate lines in Louisiana. He was 
then appointed vice president and 
general manager of the lines in 
Louisiana and general agent of 
Southern Pacific at New Orleans. In 
March, 1928, he was appointed assis- 
tant passenger traffic manager of 
Pacific System at San Francisco and 
the following October became passen- 
ger traffic manager, which position he 
filled until his retirement. 

Mr, Parsons was one of the fore- 
most authorities in this country on 
passenger traffic matters, and stood 
high in the respect and affection of 
those who were associated with him.
